There is not a publie 
lot even, on which he is really welcome tu Ict his team eat out of his 
wagon box, nor a place to get water for his horses. There are no toilet 
arrangements, If a farmer does squeeze his team imto some corner 
somewhere there is no safe place to put wraps or purchases and these 
are liable to be drenched by rain or covered by snow.

They are to be 
found right where the farmer and the 
country merchants are paying their 
bills promptly.” A banker said: “Dur- 
ing these times of low. prices fcr 
grains we can very easily see {rom 
our accounts which farmers are miilk- 
ing. Times would be very much hard- 
er if it were not for the cows. Farm- 
ers who have been milking ure the 
ones Who are paying cash for ibeir 
groceries,” 

A lumberman said: “The only 
places where we have ‘wen extending 
our credits to.the fariers in our nor- 
mal and liberal way are in those 
towns that are in the midst of dairy 
districts. 

“There we know that the farmer 
has a steady and a regular income in 
cash, regardless of whether grain 


men are strong testimony as to the 
value of the dairy cow. 


Steady and Resular Inceme. 

“Steady and regular income!” 

That’s what all of 
us need and few of us farmers have.

W. EL Philips, of Decatur, wae elect- 
ed president of the Michigan Hlevat- 
or exchange, a o0-nperatiye grain 
marketing institution of 100 farmers’ 
elevators asociations, by the board 
of delegates attending the thjrd an- 
nual meeting of the exchange at the 
M_ A.C. The annua] repart to mem- 
bers showed an increase in exchange 
membership from 25 at organization 
in October, 1920, to 100 member as- 
sociation. The exchange reported a 
comfortable surplus and no debt, and 
ap average monthly business of $954,- 
000 as against $89,000 per month Oc- 
tober, 1920.

ROADS ENDS WITHOUT 
AGREEMENT, 


OFFICIALS REFUSE TO YIELD 


Points at Issue Sald to Have Been 
Seniority Rule, Pension Status and 
Adjustment Board. 


Washington—A settlement of the 
sirike of railway shopmen appears 
more remote than ever following what 
was said to have been an insistent re- 
fusal by railway executives who con- 
ferred here with members of the Sen- 
ate Interstate Commerce Committee to 
accedg to some of the union demands. 

The position taken by the heads of 
leading railroads-at the suddenly ar- 
ranged conference last Friday night, 
said to have been called on the initia- 
tive of Senator Cummine, chairman of 
the Senate committee, was viewed by 
those participating as making further 
such efforts at a seltlement appear 
fruitless. 

The principa] points in dispute be- 
tween the executives, who were called 
here more or less secretly, and the 
union were gone over in detail at the 
conference together with the possi- 
bility of legislation to meet the situa- 
tion. It was said that no legislation 
was practicable to deal with the pres- 
ent strike. 


The rall executives, it was stated, ! 


were insistent upon three points 
which the unions are demanding as a 
recession to send the men. back to 
work. These are the senfority rule, 


the restoration of ths pension status: 


and the question of boards of adjust- 
ment between the employers and em- 
ployes. , 

At the conference, it was said that 
the rail executives declared they could 
not and would not yield to the union 
demand for a national board of ad- 
Justment. They also were sald to be 
insistent upon refusing to restore the 
status quo of employes on strike with 
respect to their seniority and pension 
rights. 

All of these have been demanded by 
the union representatives as necessary 
before they would order the men back 
to work pending a rehearing df the 
question of wage scales.

' STRIKE BOOSTS COAL PRICES 


Fear of Shortage Causing Consumers 
To Pay For Inflated Values. 


Detroit—Scarcity of soft coal due to 
the strike of miners and railroad men 
has sent prices soaring in Detroit. 

Many consumers have become pan- 
teky and are paying $6.75 and $7 a 
ton at the mines. To this must be 
added $2.58 a ton for freight and from 
25 cents to 28 cents for unloading. 
which brings the price in Detroit to 
approximately $10 a ton. 

The skyrocketing of prices is in de- 
flance of the order of Herbert Hoover, 
secretary of commerce, fixing $3.50 as 
the maximum price at the mines. The 
same grade of coal now being sold at 
$6.75 and $7 a ton could be had at the 


.mines 4@ short time ago for $1.25 a ton. 


Even with the purchase at the mines 
at these prices there is no assurance 
of prompt delivery, because the rafl- 
road strike is interfering with the 
movement of cars,

from housetops and treetups, the Le 
gionnaires took upon themselves the 
job of erecting a tent city to heuse 
these refugees, 

A Legion doctor laid out the camp 
from the standpoint of sanitation, and 
M. L. Gelsenberger, a former Heuten- 
ant, was made commandant vf the 
refugee camp. 

More than five hundred people were 
taken care of during the first few 
days, and as the flood area widened 
the number rapidly increased. The 
Legion's work in the care of flood vic- 
tims received unstinted praise from 
every quarter of the country.
